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MARKET  REVIEW 

Refined  sugar  prices  were  raised  .  15  cent  per  pound  in  the  Chicago- 
West  territory  effective  March  17.    Most  companies  took  no  advance 
bookings  at  previous  list  prices.    Cane  sugar  is  now  quoted  at  8.85 
centjsand  beet  sugar  at  8.65  cents  per  pound  in  this  territory  with  a 
.10  cent  allowance  for  direct  shipments  to  Illinois,  St.  Louis  and 
Milwaukee.    Since  the  middle, of  February,  selling  prices  have  in- 
creased .  55  cent  in  the  Chicago-West  territory  and  delivered  prices, 
including  prepay,  to  users  in  the  Chicago  area  are  now  about  the 
same  as  in  the  popiilous  cities  of  the  Northeast.    The  wholesale  price 
of  refined  sugar  at  New  York  remains  at  9.15  cents  per  pound  which 
is  .05  cent  above  the  price  during  the  first  quarter  of  19  57. 

The  spot  price  for  raw  sugar  at  New  York  averaged  6.00  cents  per 
pound,  duty  paid  during  the  first  25  days  of  March.    The  average 
for  the  first  quarter  will  be  about  .  10  cent  less  than  the  6.21  cents 
average  for  the  comparable  period  in  1957. 

Deliveries  of  direct  consumption  sugar  by  primary  distributors 
through  March  15  totaled  1,49  5,000  tons.    An  additional  86,000 
tons  of  1957  constructive  deliveries  and  an  estimated  50,000  tons 
of  sugar  "in  transit"  actually  moved  to  users  during  this  period. 
During  the  same  period  last  year  reported  deliveries  were  1,404,000 
tons  with  the  addition  of  22,000  tons  of  constructive  deliveries 
and  as  much  as  125,000  tons  of  "in  transit"  sugar. 

Beet  sugar  deliveries  through  March  15  are  above  those  of  the 
two  previous  years  despite  the  84,000  tons  of  beet  sugar  construc- 
tively delivered  in  1957.    These  heavier  deliveries  resulted  pri- 
marily from  the  withdrawal  of  allowajices  and  closing  out  of  con- 
tracts during  this  period.    Curtailed  operations  of  the  California 
and  Hawaiian  refinery  on  the  West  Coast  resulting  from  a  prolon- 
gation of  the  Hawaiian  sugar  workers  strike  would  tend  to  main- 
tain beet  sugar  deliveries  at  a  higher  than  normal  level. 

The  strike  of  Hawaiian  sugar  workers,  which  began  on  February 
1,  has  suspended  receipt  of  raw  sugar  supplies  from  that  source. 
Through  February  receipts  of  Hawaiian  sugar  totaled  only  about 
26,000  tons.    A  protracted  strike  in  1946,  from  September  1  to 
November  19,  reduced  calendar  year  production  by  150,000  to 
200,000  tons  and  lowered  sugar  output  per  acre  in  the  following 
year . 
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World  production  of  centrifugal  sugar  from  the  1957-58  crops  has 
been  estimated  by  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service  of  the  Depart- 
ment at  an  all  time  high  of  49,642,000  short  tons),  raw  value.  The 
estimate  is  3,825,000  tons  or  8  percent  above  the  previous  years 
production.    World  production  of  non- centrifugal  sugar  is  esti- 
mated at  7,510,000  tons,  only  slightly  —  120,000  tons  above 
the  1956-57  level. 

The  spot  price  of  world  raw  sugar,  FAS  Cuba,  averaged  3.40 
cents  per  pound  for  March  1  through  March  25  but  has  tended  to 
rise  since  March  19  and  on  March  25  stood  at  3.47  cents.  The 
March  average  price  will  be  the  lowest  monthly  average  since 
October  1956  but  will  be  higher  than  the  average  March  prices  of 
1953  through  1956. 

Cubaxi  production  through  March  15  totaled  3,381,000  short  tons 
or  446,000  tons  above  the  corresponding  1957  production.  Total 
exports  were  running  63,000  short  tons  ahead  of  last  year.  How- 
ever, shipments  to  the  United  States  were  124,000  tons  higher 
and  exports  to  other  countries  61,000  tons  lower  than  those  of 
last  year. 

The  next  session  of  the  International  Sugar  Council  will  begin 
April  22,  1958  at  the  office  of  the  Coixncil,  28,  Haymarket, 
London,  S.W.I.    The  International  Sugar  Agreement  expires  at 
the  end  of  1958.    A  sugar  conference  under  the  auspices  of  the 
United  Nations  will  take  place  during  the  current  year  to  discuss 
adjustments  of  the  present  regulations  as  well  as  the  continuance 
of  the  Agreement. 

INCREASED  BEET  SUGAR  PRODUCTION  PER  ACRE  IN 
THE  UNITED  STATES  1947-56

One  of  the  outstanding  and  most  widely  known  developments  iu  the 
United  States  during  the  post-war  period  has  been  the  increased 
efficiency  and  productivity  of  our  farms.    The  sugar  beet  grower 
has  contributed  in  full  measure  to  this  progress.    There  are  other 
data  which  delineate  the  rising  production  per  manhour  of  labor; 
this  article  describes  the  improvement  in  terms  of  yields  per 
acre  cultivated.    During  the  10 -year  period  beginning  in  1947  and 
ending  in  1956  beet  sugar  production  per  planted  acre  in  the  Unit- 
ed States  trended  upward  by  a- total  of  26  percent.    The  annual

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increase  cimoiinted  to  106  pounds,  raw  value,  or  about  100  lbs. 
refined,  for  each  planted  acre. 

This  record  is  primarily  the  result  of  better  types  of  seed  and 
improved  cultural  methods,  especially  the  utilization  of  fertiliz- 
ers.   The  yield  of  sugar  beets  per  planted  acre  increased  slightly 
more  than  the  sugar  yield       about  28  percent  for  the  United  States 
as  a  whole.    Sugar  recovery  per  ton  of  beets  trended  downward 
very  slightly  reflecting  somewhat  lower  sucrose  content  of  the 
beets.    The  trend  with  respect  to  sugar  recovery  is  too  slight  to 
be  indicative  of  a  continuing  condition. 

Figure  1  (top  grid)  shows  for  each  of  the  three  major  regions  — 
considerable  deviation  in  some  years  from  the  trend  of  produc- 
tion of  sugar  recovered  per  planted  acre,  nevertheless  an  increas- 
ing trend  for  all  regions  is  clearly  discernible.    Use  of  the  in- 
dicated trend  for  estimating  production  in  any  one  year  would  be 
extremely  hazardous  because  of  such  unpredictable  factors  as 
weather  and  disease.    For  instance,  an  extension  of  the  trend 
line  for  the  United  States  as  an  estimate  of  the  1957  crop  turns 
out  to  be  fairly  accurate  but  only  coincidentally  since  the  yield  of 
beets  per  acre  is  considerably  above  the  indicated  level  while 
sucrose  content  is  correspondingly  lower  than  the  trend  would 
suggest. 

Figure  1  (bottom  grid)  illustrates  more  strikingly  the  relative 
rates  of  increase  in  sugar  production  per  planted  acre  as  among 
regions.    Over  the  10-year  period  the  increase  was  more  than 
50  percent  for  the  Eastern  region  and  about  17  percent  for  the 
Central  region.    The  increase  for  the  Far  West  was  25  percent, 
about  the  same  as  for  the  United  States  as  a  whole. 

Comparison  of  sugar  production  per  acre  with  production  of  beets 
per  acre  on  a  regional  basis  points  up  the  regional  differences  in 
the  rate  of  recovery  of  sugar  per  ton  of  beets.    The  average  sugar 
recovery  per  ton  of  beets  during  the  10 -year  period  was  272 
pounds,  raw  value,  in  the  Eastern  region,  302  pounds  in  the  Cen- 
tral region,  294  pounds  in  the  Far  West,  and  296  pounds  for  all

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of  the  United  States.    The  Eastern  region  had  a  downward  trend 
resulting  from  both  a  declining  sugar  content  and  a  declining  rate 
of  extraction  in  processing.    The  Central  region  had  an  increasing 
trend  with  respect  to  the  sugar  content  of  the  beets  ajid,  with  lit- 
tle change  in  the  percentage  of  sugar  recovered  in  processing, 
the  overall  trend  of  sugar  yield  per  ton  of  beets  was  upward.  In 
the  Far  West  sugar  content  trended  downward  more  than  in  the 
other  regions  but  the  percentage  of  sugar  recovered  in  processing 
increased  at  the  highest  rate  so  that  the  trend  of  sugar  yield  per 
ton  of  beets  was  only  slightly  downward. 

The  trend  of  sugar  beet  production  per  acre  was  upward  in  all 
states  as  well  as  in  all  regions.    The  most  spectacular  gain  was 
in  the  Eastern  region  where  there  was  a  79  percent  increase  in 
production  of  beets  per  plajited  acre  and  a  56  percent  increase 
per  harvested  acre.    Production  per  plcinted  acre  in  the  Far  West 
increased  28  percent  and  per  harvested  acre  20  percent.  The 
Central  region  had  a  14  percent  increase  in  sugar  beet  yield  per 
planted  acre  and  11  percent  per  harvested  acre.    As  suggested  by 
the  variation  with  respect  to  yields  per  planted  and  per  harvested 
acre  among  the  regions,  there  is  considerable  disparity  as  to 
abandonment.    The  Eastern  beet  grower  is  subject  to  extremely 
variable  weather  conditions  and  does  not  have  irrigation.  Con- 
sequently, the  proportion  of  planted  acres  harvested  during  the 
period  ranged  from  79  to  94  percent  and  averaged  85  percent  as 
compared  to  averages  of  92  percent  for  the  Central  region  ajid 
93  percent  for  the  Far  West. 

Sugar  beet  yields  for  the  period  averaged  9.4  tons  per  planted 
acre  and  11.0  tons  per  harvested  acre  in  the  Eastern  region. 
For  the  Central  region  the  averages  were  12.4  tons  and  13.5  tons; 
for  the  Far  West  17.9  tons  and  19.2  tons;  and  for  the  United 
States  14.0  tons  and  15.3  tons. 

Statistics  by  states  are  available  for  beet  production  per  acre  but 
not  for  sugar  production  per  acre.    On  the  basis  of  sugar  beet 
yield  data  some  inferences  may  be  drawn  as  to  relative  increases 
in  sugar  production  per  acre  for  the  states  within  the  regions. 
The  increased  production  of  beets  per  acre  rose  most  rapidly  in 
Michigcin  among  those  states  included  in  the  Eastern  region  with 
Wisconsin  having  the  lowest  rate  of  increase. 

Of  the  major  producing  states  of  the  Central  region,  Kansas, 
Minnesota,  Montana,  South  Dakota,  Nebraska  and  North  Dakota 
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in  that  order  had  the  highest  percentage  increases  in  sugar  beet 
production  per  acre  and  Colorado  had  the  lowest  but  the  yield  at 
the  beginning  of  the  period  in  Colorado  was  at  a  much  higher  level 
than  for  other  states  in  the  Central  region.    Thus,  the  average 
production  of  beets  per  harvested  acre  in  Colorado  for  the  10- 
year  period  was  15.5  tons,  still  2  tons  above  the  average  13.5 
ton  for  the  region.    In  the  Far  West  the  State  of  Washington  had  a 
lower  rate  of  increase  than  the  other  states  but  as  in  the  case  of 
Colorado,  Washington  had  the  highest  yield  of  beets  per  acre  at 
the  beginning  of  the  period  and  maintained  the  highest  average  for 
the  period.    RcUiking  highest  in  the  Far  West,  it  also  stood  first 
in  the  nation. 

ADMINISTRATIVE  ACTIONS 
Date  announced  Administrative  action 

February  25,  1958         Determination  of  wage  rates  which  sugar 

beet  producers  in  California,  Southern 
Oregon,  and  Western  Nevada  must  pay 
workers  employed  in  production,  culti- 
vation, or  harvesting  of  the  1958  crop  of 
sugar  beets  as  a  condition  for  receiving 
Sugar  Act  payments.    Provisions  are  the 
same  as  those  for  the  1957  crop.  (See 
Federal  Register  of  February  28,  1958). 

March  11,  1958  Determination  of  fair  and  reasonable  prices 

for  the  1958  crop  of  Virgin  Islajids  sugar- 
cane.   Principal  differences  from  the  1957 
crop  determination  are:  (1)  Producers' 
share  of  raw  sugar  recovered  is  reduced 
from  63  to  57  percent  for  sugarcane  of 
average    quality^,  to  more  equitably  re- 
flect sharing  of  current  producing  and 
processing  costs;  (2)  selling  and  delivery 
expenses  deducted  from  the  average  mar- 
ket price  of  raw  sugar  to  determine  the 
f.o.b.  mill  price,  upon  which  settlements 
for  sugarcane  are  based,  are  to  be  actual 
expenses  instead  of  fixed  rates;  and  (3) 
molasses  payment  to  growers  will  be  based 
on  the  higher  of  a  blackstrap  molasses 
price  of  10  cents  per  gallon  or  the  gross 
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sales  price  of  such  molasses.  (See 
Federal  Register  of  March  14,  1958). 

March  20,  1958  Changes  announced  in  the  regulations 

governing  the  marketing  (and  charging  to 
marketing  allotments)  of  sugar  produced 
in  the  domestic  beet  and  mainland  cane 
areas  and  the  marketing  of  sugar  for  local 
consumption  in  Hawaii  and  Puerto  Rico, 
These  changes,  which  became  effective 
upon  publication  in  the  Federal  Register, 
combine  into  Sugar  Regulation  816  require- 
ments formerly  in  Sugar  Regulations  815 
and  816.    (See  Federal  Register  of  March 
25,  1958). 

March  25,  1958  Determination  of  fair  and  reasonable  wage 

rates  for  workers  employed  in  the  produc- 
tion, cultivation,  or  harvesting  of  the  1958 
sugar  beet  crop  in  regions  other  than  Cal- 
ifornia, Southern  Oregon  and  Western  Ne- 
vada.   The  number  of  wage  districts  and 
of  hand-labor  operations  for  which  piece- 
work rates  are  specified  has  been  reduced. 
(More  detailed  information  to  be  published 
in  the  Federal  Register) . 
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STATISTICAL  SERIES  IN  THIS  ISSUE 
HIGHLIGHTS 

1.  February  sugar  deliveries  for  U.  S.  consumption,  597,000  short  tons, 
raw  vcdue  (preliminary),  up  60,000  or  11  percent  from  February  1957. 
Cumulatively,  deliveries  through  February  1,168,000  tons,  up  46,000 
tons  or  4  percent  from  same  period  last  year.    Final  data  for  January 
1958  deliveries,  572,000  short  tons,  raw  value;  the  previously  published 
figure  for  that  month  was  57  5,000  tons. 

2.  Primary  distributors '  stocks  March  1,  1958,   1,865,000  short  tons, 
raw  value  (preliminary),  down  86,000  tons  from  a  month  earlier,  but 
up  56,000  tons  from  a  year  earlier.    During  February  beet  processors' 
stocks  decreased  98,000,  and  mainland  sugarcane  processors'  stocks 
16,000  tons;  refiners'  and  importers'  of  direct-consumption  stocks  in- 
creased 17,000         11,000  tons,  respectively.    As  compared  with  a  year 
ago  beet  processors'  stocks  were  up  74,000,  refiners'  stocks  7,000  and 
importers'  stocks  14,000  tons;  mainland  sugarcane  processors'  stocks 
were  down  cui  estimated  38,000  tons. 

3.  Quota      charges  January-February,  1 ,  303,  000  tons  ,  47,000  tons, 
or  3.5  percent,  less  than  for  same  period  last  year.    Charges  to  quotas 
of  Cuba  up  123,000,  "full  duty"  foreign  countries  47,000  tons,  and  Do- 
mestic Beet  Area  2,800  tons.    Charges  to  quotas  of  the  Philippines  down 
102,000  tons;  Puerto  Rico,  52,000  tons;  Mainland  Cane  Area,  47,000  tons; 
Hawaii,  18,000  tons. 

4.  January  1958  sugar  deliveries  to  the  New  England  and  Southern  re- 
gions were  larger  than  during  January  1957  by  14  and  4  percent;  to  the 
iviiddle  Atlantic  and  North  Centred  regions  they  were  smaller  by  2  and  7 
percent  and  to  the  Western  region  by  1  5  percent.    In  comparison  with 
December  1957  January  deliveries  decreased  5  percent  to  New  England 
and  0.4  percent  to  the  Middle  Atlantic  region,  but  to  the  Southern  region 
they  increased  11  percent;  reductions  of  about    50  percent  in  deliveries 
to  the  North    Central  and  Western  regions  reflect,  conversely,  large  in- 
creases in  constructive  deliveries  at  the  end  of  1957. 

5.  Fourth  quarter  and  calendar  year  1957  direct  deliveries  by  primary 
distributors  of  sugar  to  industrial  users  increased  by  7 . 2  and  3.0  percent, 
respectively,  from  the  same  period  in  1956,  but  deliveries  to  non-indus- 
trial buyers  decreased  by  6  .  3  and  4.4  percent,  respectively.    During  both 
the  fourth  quarter  and  calendar  year  increases  ir  deliveries  were  made  to 
each  identifiable  group  of  industrial  buyer,  eind  decreases  to  each  type  of 
non-industrial  buyer  except  for  the  calendar  year  to  hotels,  restaurants, 
and  institutions  .    Among  the  major  groups  on  a  comparative  basis  with 
the  corresponding  period  of  1956,  deliveries  during  the  fourth  quarter 
ranged  between  an  increase  of  12.6  percent  to  confectionery  and  related 
products  and  a  decrease  of  6 .  2  percent  to  wholesale  grocers,  jobbers  and 
sugar  dccilers,  and  deliveries  during  the  calendar  year  ranged  between 

an  increase  of  7.4  percent  to  confectionery  ajid  related  products  to  a  de- 
crease of  5.9  percent  to  wholesale  grocers,  jobbers,  and  sugar  dealers.
